Unrestrained 
Dogs Cause 

Postal Problems

Dog bite injuries are be¬ 
coming a serious problem 
with the Postal Serivce so 
local postmasters are taking 
several measures to fight 
back. 

As Postmaster in Sierra 
Madre, I have instructed let¬ 
ter carriers that if an unre¬ 
strained animal threatens 
their safety at a particular 
residence, they should not 
risk injury by attempting to 
make a delivery. Letters have 
also gone our warning cus¬ 
tomers of dog problems. 

If the situation persists, 
Postmasters can require the 
resident to move his mail¬ 
box to the curb or cut off 
home mail delivery. 

In addition, under a new 
program started in January, 
1981, the Postal Service or 
its employees, is filing suit 
to recover medical costs, sal¬ 
aries, and damages for in¬ 
juries caused by a third party. 
In the majority of cases filed, 
the injury is usually a dog 
bite. 

In three recent cases in 


Southern California, claims 
resulted in settlements for 
over $24,000. 

With the summer months 
approaching, we are con¬ 
cerned that the problem can 
worsen, postal officials note 
that dog attacks usually in¬ 
crease in the warmer months 
as a result of more doors 
being open, more pets out¬ 
side and children home from 
school. 

Last year, the Postal Serv¬ 
ice reports about 7800 letter 
carriers were attacked and 
injured by dogs, nation¬ 
wide. 

One incident, in the San 
Bernardino area, resulted in 
a fatality. Officials estimate 
the annual cost of bites at 
around S2.4 million. 

We urge pet owners to: 

— 1) recognize that they are 
responsible for controlling 
their pet, 

— 2) teach each family 
member what they can do to 
prevent dog bites, 

— 3) let your carrier know 
you are taking action to pro¬ 
tect him/her against bites, 
and 

— 4) keep your pet leashed, 
fenced or confined.

Volunteers for the Meals 
on Wheels plan in Sierra 
Madie are desperately need¬ 
ed, according to Marie Hart¬ 
ley, Sierra Madre volunteer 
coordinator. 

Anyone with extra time 
one or more days per month 
should contact Hartley at the 
City Hall, 355-7135, as soon 
as possible. 

She explains that two per¬ 
sons do the route daily ex¬ 
cept for weekends, going to 
15 stops around the city. The 
job takes about an hour and 
a hot lunch and cold supper 
are delivered to anyone who 
needs the food regardless of 
age. That includes anyone 


just released from a hospital 
and who needs someone to 
prepare food. 

The program is not sub¬ 
sidized, Hartley explains, 
and those who receive the 
meals pay for their food. 
However, ‘‘work that goes 
into the process is volun¬ 
tary,” she says. 

Anyone who would like to 
volunteer for other jobs around 
City Hall are also needed, 
such as checking business li¬ 
censes, envelope stuffing, sec¬ 
retarial duties, recreation 
and swimming sign-ups. This 
does not include Bailey Can¬ 
yon volunteers or any city 
commitees, she says. 


has had something to do with 
the Mt. Wilson Trail, but the 
story goes much deeper than 
that. 

I met this man for the first 
time in 1978 and spoke to 
him for a few minutes. It 
became obvious to me that 
he is the sort of person who 
has lived a very fascinating 
life, having done much we all 
would envy. 

My first impression of Mr. 
Zaro was basically that he is 
a very humble man. He 
told me that he was born in 
Los Angeles in 1900. His 
father owned a saloon and a 
winery. He told me that 
when he was a young boy 
he would go to the balcony 
of the second floor of his 
home above the saloon and, 
using a pair of borrowed 
binoculars, he would gaze 
longingly at the hills and 
mountains in the distance. 

One morning when he was 
about 14, he decided to cut 
school and go to the moun¬ 
tains and he says he guesses 
that is how it all got started. 
He spoke almost apologeti¬ 
cally of having dropped out 
of school, working at odd 
jobs around the area tak¬ 
ing a course in sheet metal 
work. 

He was on the Island of 
Hawaii on Dec. 7, 1941, on 
a construction job. During 
WWII he worked all over the 
South Pacific, in Australia, 
in the Persian Gulf and in 
Egypt. 


In 1955, while still working 
a full-time job as a security 
chief for a manufacturing 
plant, he began to make his 
hikes up and down the Mt. 
Wilson Trail. No one asked 
him to do it; no one paid 
him for doing it. He car¬ 
ried his own tools in a shabby 
knapsack. But on weekends 
and on summer evenings he 
would hike the trail moving 
trees and rocks, repairing the 
washouts and doing all of this 
alone. 

In the past 27 years many 
hikers have met Ambrose on 
the trail. A friend of mine 
once told me how he met 
Ambrose trying to move a 
large tree. The man stopped 
to help for a few minutes but 
it took them six hours. 

More recently. Boy Scouts 
and the JPL Hiking Qub 
have sometimes helped him on 
the trail and the occasional 
passerby lends a hand, but 
basically it’s his job and it’s 
his trail. Without him there 
probably wouldn’t be our 
famous Mt. Wilson TYail Race. 
Without him there probably 
wouldn’t be our famous Mt. 
Wilson Trial Race. Without 
him forest fire control in 
the area would be much more 
difficult. Because of him and 
a few people like him, many 
people enjoy the beauty of 
nature and find it’s a b«ter 
world in which to live. 

And so, at 8 a.m. on the 
29th, Ambrose Zaro will fire 
the starting gun.
